He 
says it is a grave mistake to con- 
fuse the totalitarian movements 
with authoritarian political re- 

es and points out that fascism 
n Italy and Francoism in Spain 
are authoritarian regimes whereas 
the nazi and bolshevik regimes are 
totalitarian. 3 


The totalitarian movements 
which have arisen since World War 
I, Dr. Gurian says, are fundament- 
ally religious movements and aim 
at reshaping the nature of man and 
society, not at changes of political 
and social institutions. 


“Tt does not matter if these 
doctrines are presented as the 
exclusively correct expression of 
a scientific knowledge of society 
and laws according to which history 
develops—as the Marxist Bolshevik 
variety of totalitarianism does—or 
if they pretend to justify domina- 
tion of the master race and express 
the myth destined to prevail in 
the 20th century—as the National 
Socialist variety asserts,’ Dr. 
Gurian writes. “The pretense of 
having the true doctrine gives the 
totalitarian movements their basic 
character. They are intolerant. 
They aim at the extirpation of all 
other doctrines and philosophies.” 


He acknowledges that totalitar- 
ian regimes do not know and accept 
democratic processes, such as 
periodic elections, and reject con- 
stitutional limitations which do not 
depend on decisions of the ruler. 
He added: “But they accept (or 
at least to not reject) an objective 
traditional social order which is 
independent of the ruler and the 
ruling group. Authoritarian re- 
gimes do not claim to bring a new 
faith an all-embracing doctrine 
determining the whole life; though 
they are non-democratic, opposed 
to representative government 
based on universal suffrage, re- 
jecting parties and the political 
influence of public opinion which 
expresses itself in free, not con- 
trolled discussions.” 


Authoritarian regimes of today, 
Dr. Gurian says, “may try, as the 
absolute monarchies of the Enlight- 
enment did, to control all institu- 
tions—including the Church— 
claiming that governments know 


best what the welfare of the com- 


munity requires,” 

Dr. Gurian says it is not easy. 
to distinguish between authoritar- 
ian and totalitarian regimes. He 
points out that the fascist regime 
under Mussolini had totalitarian 
pretenses, but that he came to 
terms with the Church. Dr. Gurian 
says: “His rule had an authoritar- 
ian character despite totalitarian 
trimmings: he emphasized—as 
authoritarians are inclined to do— 
the power of the State and there- 
fore -the right of the State to 
control all life and all institutions, 
including the Church. But Italian

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Cardinal Given 
Warm Reception 
While In Formosa 


Hong Kong—(Radio, NC)—Re- 
ports received here from Formosa 
describe the reception of His Emi- 
netice Francis Cardinal Spellman, 
Archbishop of New York, during 
his tgcent two-day stay in Taipeh 
as one of the greatest ever ac- 
corded to a foreign visitor. Taipeh 
is the temporary capital of the 
Chinese National Government. 


A huge crowd had gathered at 
the airport where the Cardinal 
arrived from Tokyo. Hundreds fell 
on their knees to greet him. 
Among officials welcoming the 
Cardinal was the U. S. Minister 
Karl L. Rankin, Maj. Gen. William 
Curtis Chase, head of the U. §. 
Military Assistance Advisory 
Group (MAAG), and Church and 
State dignitaries. 


At least 2,000 Chinese and for- 
eign Catholics were present at the 
Mass celebrated by His Eminence 
in the Taipeh city hall. Another 
Mass was offered by the Cardinal 
in the evening at the Hwashan 
cathedral, 


Many Formosan Catholics had 
an opportunity of meeting the Car- 
dinal at a reception given in his 
honor by the Rey. Joseph Kuo, 
Prefect Apostolic. of Taipeh. 
Among those present were two 
other Prefects Apostolic residing 
in Formosa: The Rev. Joseph Ar- 
regui y Yparaguirre, Prefect Apos- 
tolic of Kaoshung, and the Rev. 
William F. Kupfer, American 
Maryknoller, who is Prefect Apos- 
tolic of Taichung. 


During his stay in Formosa, 
Cardinal Spellman conferred with

R writes as follows in his book “Communism’s Challenge to 
Christianity” : 


“Thirty years ago, in 1918-1919, I, along with others of my 
nation, learned the real character of Communism. This 
acquaintanceship wes a starkly immediate one; it gave us an 
opportunity to see an unmasked face. The screams of victims, the 
cries of deeply horrified human beings, the general despair of 
millions, constituted the ghastly overture with which an aggres- 
sive Communism moved into the countries of Europe. The Book 
of Baltic Martyrs and some other reports picture only a small 
part of the tragedy. What we experienced was so ghastly that 
the small nations in Baltic lands took arms against this monster 
from Asia. This was indeed a perilous step for our small nation; 
but knowing that life under the Red regime is more terrible than 
death, our nation in this desperate situation endured every hard- 
ship in a two years’ fight of life and death, and pushed the mon- 
ster back into his boundary. The same heroism marked the Lat- 
vians and Lithuanians. 


“These nations can be proud that they were given leaders of 
determination and ability who recognized the deepest danger and 
had the courage to act as men. It is a pity that they were leading 
such small countries that they were not able to make an impact 
upon world policy, 


How Backward Russians Were 


“But the measure of experiences was not full. Through shifts 
in the polities of the great powers, the Baltic nations were aban- 
doned. In 1940-1941 the Russians occupied our country along 
with the other Baltic states. The same well-known figures 
appeared—human beings devoid of spiritual nurture; men with 
no sensitivity for the-real needs of human existence; men who 
have seen only the most primitive life, known only a poverty 80 
deep that even the wives of the higher officers could not leave the 
railway stations after their arrival until articles of clothing were 
brought to them from our own shops; human beings who did not 
know what to do with the simplest things used in the household, 
even elemental plumbing devices. 


Russian Workers 


“The Estonians later had an opportunity to see Soviet 
Russian workers, representatives of this paradise of Communism, 
during times of ‘peace and prosperity.’ These workers were 
brought directly from Russia into our colintry to work at the con- 
struction of airfields. The appearance of these men was such that 
not even the most disreputable tramps in our own country could 
compare with them. When they marched to their place of work,

Al- 
though these scholars are not di- 
rectly under government influence 
in the UNESCO committees, it is 
not too difficult to envision such 
dominance arising and affecting 
adversely the objectivity of the 
pro study of mankind. 

“Since UNESCO has embarked 
upon the project it ought to be 
eareful of the choice of scholars 
who are to steer the project to 
successful completion. Those who 
are chosen to carry on the admin- 
istrative work ought to be above 
any suspicion of lack of objectivity. 
Apparently such is not the case In 
the instance of the men who have 
been put in charge. With others, 
I deplore this situation. 

“I find the decision to engage in 
‘the development of the History of 
Mankind and the choice of the 
scholars to write such a study al- 
most disastrous ones since these 
choices provide an occasion for an 
attack upon the UNESCO program. 
Many people find it too easy to pro- 
eeed from a dislike for one of 
UNESCO's sponsored projects to 
a dislike of -all UNESCO and a 
suspicion of all of its works.” 

The Pawtucket Times quoted Dr. 
Turner as saying that “much of the 
criticism leveled against him by 
the ‘Catholic hierarchy’ stems from 
a book written by a Yale man, 
William F. Buckley, Jr. The book, 
“God and Man at Yale,” calls Dr.

“The first deed of the Communists in Estonia was to com- 
plete the isolation of the country from the world. All passports 
and exit permits were annulled and the frontier was hermetically 
bealed. And now their ‘instruction’ began. 


All Property Confiscated 


“The Communists came into our country with great protes- 
tations, promising new reforms in order to create a new prosper- 
ity and social happiness. New reforms were indeed put into 
ffect: and in a short time they transformed the flourishing coun- 
try into a poorhouse. 


“Every social pattern was disrupted. They started with a 
nationalization of industry,’ which, at first, was alleged to affect 
only large enterprises, but which was later extended to small 
shops that used seasonally only one or two men. 


“The same happened with the house owners. All mortgages 
on property were ordered paid to the state on short notice and in 
short term. If the sum of the mortgage could not be discharged— 
and this was the usual situation because all bank notes and depo- 


sits were confiscated—all the belongings of these ‘ex-capitalists’ 


except the clothes on their backs, a table, a chair or two, and per- 
haps a few kitchen utensils, were confiscated. But the worst and 

heaviest blow to the nation. was the expropriation of the land 
rom those who with their families had long cultivated it. 


“In independent Estonia the distribution of wealth had ‘been 
very equitable because of state policy directed toward the crea- 
tion of small farms, and to the encouragement of the ownership 
bf land by the working class. Class privileges were non-existent. 
But now a non-existent poverty was suddenly organized and class 


privileges were created. The privileged class was composed of 


Communists and party members, and the lowest in expropriated 


persons received a legal status as ‘enemies of State’ and, there- 
fore, of outcasts, They were subjected to incessant pressure, were 


refused work, were mocked and persecuted. Now crowds of fear-

But it is untrue that they are open for Mass and 
devotions and that they have a legitimate resident priest. 


The gentlemen also visited a Baptist church, probably the 
same one Visited by Rev. Louie Newton, one of the founders of the 
POAU. He was invited as a guest of the Soviet government, and 
was taken to a Baptist church, whict, he reported, was filled to 
overflov'ing. It must be remembered that the scene was set for 
him, that he was to receive a favorable impression in order that 
he might be able to declare over the radio to the world, as he did; 
that —— freedom was enjoyed by all the people in Soviet 
Russia. 


Others Invited By Tito 


You will recall that seven preachers of nearly as many denom- 
inations visited Yugoslavia a few years ago at the special invita- 
tion and expense of the Tito Government. They also were to issue 
a statement before returning home declaring that everything was 
running well in Yugoslavia, and that religious liberty prevailed 


there. Even at that time Archbishop Stepinac was under arrest. 


and a number of Bishops and a great many clergy in jail, because 
their consciences would not permit them to endorse the anti- 
_ Catholic ideology of Communism. 


Good Propaganda 


Another pamphlet produced by the same press, is entitled 
“Seeing Is Believing.” It bears the subhead “Americans Go 
Visiting in the Soviet Union.” Just a little over a year ago 
(November-December, 1950) 19 Americans were invited by “The 
Soviet Peace Committee” to participate in the “Second World Peace 
Congress” at Warsaw, Poland. Among the 19 “several are workers 
in industrial plants and loyal trade unionists; one 18 an educator; 
another a lawyer; two are ministers; one is a farmer. All the 
women members are active in clubs, in civic and fraternal associa- 
tions and are proud to be called home wives also. Nine of the 
delegation are Negroes, and ten are Whites.” 


In the foreword to the Pamphiet it is said: “Since their 
return they have been telling their story to hundreds of American 
audiences throughout the country.” 

“The National Council of American-Soviet Friendship,” it is 
claimed, is designed “to increase understanding of the life and 
activities of the Soviet Union.” 

These 19 Americans relate the story of their visits to 
industrial plants, against which the Russian workers allegedly 
have no grievance. They report that 93% of the workers belong 
to a union. They do not tell us, of course, that they are not per- 
mitted to strike. 

The work week consists of 48 hours, or eight hours 
six days a week. 

Another of the visitors writes on “Health of the Soviet 
Union”: another on “Children, Mothers and Education”; another 
about “Soviet Agriculture”; another about “Impressions of a 
Negro”; another on “The Women We Met”; four of them tell of 
questioning “Soviet Union Church Leaders.” These speak of “The 
Soviet Constitution of 1936,” which “guarantees absolute freedom 
of religion as well as atheism.”

They saw “steel, automobiles, tractors, 
and printing plants, shoe factories, a bakery and an 
ectric power station, a collective farm,” etc. 
They found that the people of Russia are “ordinary people 
like people all over the world—like the American people. They, too, 
want friendship and peace.” 


_ We are certain that the people would like to have peace, but 
their rulers do not want it. They could have it tomorrow if they 
were willing, because no other nation wants war. 


Others, Better Informed, Deny It 


Of the people of Russia, it is said: “They are well-fed, well- 
clothed, and well-housed. We did not see any hungry or starving 
people. The rent they pay, averages from three to six per cent of 
- their total wages.” It is the churches, whose property was con- 
fiscated by the government, which pay 10 times as much for rent, 
light, heat, etc. as the worker. 


This pamphlet also devotes a section to. “religious freedom” 
and concerning that matter the writers say: “We saw complete 
freedom of religion in the Soviet Union. In every city we visited 
we saw both churches and people attending them.” 


They too speak of the church of St. Louis, which is the same 
church which the delegates from England visited, but it is referred 
to as only “one of the many” open Catholic Churches scattered 
throughout Russia. 


It is emphasized in this pamphlet that the tour was not a 
“guided tour,” which is probably true as far as their interests went. 
They observed no interference. But it is the custom of Russia to 
chart the places which any invited visitor is permitted to visit, and 
to select the men with whom they are permitted to converse. 


Russians May Not Travel 


The Russian people know of only one way of life. They never 
have heard a good word about the United States, or England, or 
France, during the past ten years. The méwspapers and radio and 
other sources of information are controlled. The Russian people 
are not allowed to leave Russia to see for themselves what life is 
like in other. countries. The American visitors should have asked 
Labor Leaders over there to allow a delegation to visit the United 
States. ? 


But these visitors to- Soviet Russia want to carry their 
message to union labor throughout the United States. In the for- 
word to the pamphlet “U.S. Labor Looks at Europe,” we read: 
“The various members of the group are available to speak at local 
unions, community and fraternal organizations and give a detailed 
report of their visit.” 


Recently a representative of these gentlemen asked permission 
=f a Catholic priest to permit the use of his hall to address a union 
labor meeting. How presumptuous can they be! 


The Other Side 


The best answer to all the claims about religious liberty made 
by the visiting British and Americans to Russia was given only a 
couple of weeks ago by the retired British Ambassador to Moscow. 
He issued this statement: “The Catholic Church, still the Commun- 
ist regime’s implacable enemy, has now completely ceased to 
function openly in Soviet Russia.” 


In fact the retired Ambassador denies that the Church of St. 
Louis itself is any longer served by’ an American priest. He has 
been saying Mass at the residence of the United States Ambassador 
and at.other private homes. : 

Sir David Kelly, the retired British Ambassador, had said: 
“Where religion is tolerated in Russia it is for practical purposes 
-——because it cannot be rooted out of the minds of the old people. . . 
The Party throws a sop to the old, and is determined to wean the 
young by ‘scientific’ propaganda.” 

All Lutheran and Anglican churches are closed, just as the 
Catholic churches are. The Baptist and Seventh Day Adventists 
are left more or less free for the reason mentioned above.

A Lutheran Tells It 


Minister Describes Life 
Under Communist Rule 


AGAINSD the claim of religious freedom made by British 

and American workers who visited Russia, we would 
match what is written by an Estonian Lutheran minister pres- 
ently connected with the Chicago Lutheran Theological Sem- 
inary at Maywood, Illinois. Speaking from his own experi- 
ence, he says: “At a time when it is so popular (for men) to 
write about things they do note—— 


know, I felt it necessary to limit 


my scope and to speak only of 
things I have seen and exper- 
ienced,”’ 


He observes further: “The au- 
thor does not belong to the large 
number of writers who, in the iso- 
lation of their study” write about 
things which they never have en- 
countered first-hand. | 

He decisively separates himself 
from “that select coterie who have 
been in Moscow, ‘who have there 
looked through the windows of the 
luxury restaurants, particularly
